At  lb«  meeting  of  the  Township 
Committee  hold  on  Monday  after- 
6oju  the  Ro—i  Committee  reported 
the  request  of  citizens  for  the  opening 
of  Mechanic  Street,  from  Glen  wood 
Avenue  to  Washington  Street,  along 
the  weet  side  of  the  Del.  Lack,  and 
Western  Railroad.  It  ia  claimed 
that  this  street,  though  never  opened, 
waa  regularly  laid  by  the  surveyors 
of  the  highways  some  year*  ago,  and 
that  its  opwring  „ would  now  be  a 
great  convenience  to  the  public 

A  motion  wae  made  and  adopted 
that  the  matter  of  opening  Mechanic 
Street  be  referred  to  Town  Counael 
Barrett  for  an  opinion  ae  to  the 
rights  of  the  public. 

The  W’alec  Committee  reported  iu. 
favor  of  renewing  the  contract  for  a 
water  thjj»pL>  w ith  the  Orange  Water 
Company  for  another  term  of  ten 
years  at  the  price  of  $30  per  hydrant 
per  year. '  The  price  for  the  j*at  ten 
yearn  Las  U*en  $<>(). 

The  ipieetion  of  a  water  supply  waa 
then  discuaaed  in  its  various  bearings 
The  points  brought  out  in  the  dia- 
ciiaaiou  were  quite  generally  unfavor¬ 
able  hi  a  renewal  of  the  contract.  It 
ounce* led  that  while  the  quality 
of  the  water  waa  better  than  might 
he  obtained  elsewhere  the  service  waa 
inadequate  through  lack  of  pressure. 
It  was  maintained  that  the  Orange 
Water  Company  had  not  fulfilled  the 
conditions  of  the  contract  in  this 
rea]*ct,  and  could  Dot  {toeaibly  do  so 
in  the  future.  They  could  not  supply 
the  Glen  Ri>lge  section  of  the  Jown 
in  a  mnniier  satisfactory  to  the  iahab 
itanta  in«l  the  repeated  instances  of 
lark  of  pressure  sufficient  for  fire 
pur|N>ses  were  refeired  to.  ftbile 
.this  might ’he  remedied  somew  hat  by 
having  the  wi^r  works  in  East 
Orange  connected  with  the  Bloom 
field  fire  alarm  system,  so  that  instant 
notice  of  a  fire  might  be  given  and 
the  required  pressure  applied,  it  was 
still  thought  that  in  rnuet  of  the 
street*  of  Bloomfield  the  pipe*  ttlit 
ha*]  been  laid  were  not  of  snffioient 
size  to  supply  what  would  be  required 
in  the  future.  t 

It  waa  stated  that  the  Company 
had  '.aid  34  miles  of  pipes  in  ktbe 
township,  and  that  the  Company  was 
ready  to  sell  the  same  for  $120,000. 

The  plan  of  the  township  purchos 
iug  the  pipes  as  laid,  or  laying  others 
of  larger  size  where  needed,  And  buy 
ing  water  of  the  feast  Jersey  Water 
Company  was  considered.  It  was 
stated  that  the  company  last  named 
offered  to  furnish  water  a.  the  rate 
of  $100  per  million  gallons.  It  is 
estimated  by  the  Orange  Water  Com¬ 
pany  that  Bloqmfield  now  uses 
250,000  gallons  daily. 

No  definite  action  waa  taken,  and 
the  further  consideration  of  the 
water  contract  waa  l^d  over  until  the 
nest  meeting. 

The  ordinance  relating  to  the  oon 
tract  with  the  city  of  Orange  for  the 
construction  of  the  outlet  sewer  waa 
read,  the  ordinance  passed  and 
ordered  published. 

The  Fire  Committee  reported  in 
favor  of  procuring  107  firemen's 
bailges  at  $60  per  100,  which  waa 
ordered  done  by  the  Committee 
The  application  for  active  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Fire  Department  of  E. 
L.  Stevens  waa  approved.  The  sum 
of  $15  was  appropriated  for  firing 
salute  on  Washington’s  Birthday. 


Temperance  Meeting1  of  Baptist 
Christian  Endeavorers

The  Christian  Emleavor  .Society  of 
the  Baptist  Church,  Bloomfield,  held 
a  temperance  meeting  in  the  Sunday 
School  room  on  Mowlay  night.  Rev. 
C.  A.  Cook,  pastor  of  the  church,  pre 
sided.  The  meetn  g  was  opened 
with  prayer  and  reading  of  eefiptun 
After  the  Christian  Emleavor  choir 
bail  sung,  Mr  Cook/  introduced  Mr 
Hamilton,  president  of  the  Essex 
County  Christian  Endeavor  Society, 
who  made  a  few  remarks.  He  was 
followed  by  Itev.  F.  C.  A.  Jones,  pas 
tor  of  the  Mt.  Pleasant  Baptist 
Church,  Newark,  who  spoke  on  the 
subject  of  temperance.  He  said  that 
while  a  great  stride  had  been  made 
in  temperance  sentiment,  yet  drii  k 
was  on  the  increase  in  this  country. 
'That  one  of  the  causes  of  intemper¬ 
ance,  in  fact  the  chief  cause  of  it  was 
the  saloous,  because  they  were  ia  the 
business  for  revenue  only,  ju®t  th® 
same  as  the  butchers,  the  grocers  and 
ths  bakers.  They  were  in  it  to  make 
money. 

Tb®  saloon  is  a  money-making  con¬ 
cern,  and  the  first  thing  to  do  was  to 
strike  at  the  revenue  and  destroy  the 
profits  of  the  business.  Another 
oause  was  poverty  aod  riches,  two 
quite  important  factors.  He  said 
that  where  one  person  is  made  poor 
by  drink,  there  are  twenty  who  drink 
because  they  are  poor.  That  with 
the  poorly  fed  laborer,  who  required 
some  stimulus,  be  drank  beer  because 
it  came  cheaper  to  him  than  bread, 
getting  a  glass  of  beer  for  five  cents, 
and  thinking  that  if  a  little  was  good 
more  was  better,  he  took  more  beer, 
and  so  poverty  was  one  of  the  great 
causes  of  intemperance. 

Inherited  wealth,  he  claimed,  was 
another  cause  which  led  to  extrava¬ 
gant  living,  and  the  giving  of  chain 
pagne  suppers,  and  time  spent  in 
carousals,  by  people  not  only  moving 
in  good  society  but  who  were  mem¬ 
bers  of  churches.  He  said  that  os 


fluenced  them  to  drink,  just  as  other 
people  by  their  associations  were 
naturally  led  to  espouse  the  cause  of 
temperance.  He  alluded  to  political 
clubs  being  formed  and  as  be  knew 
from  personal  observation,  met  in  a 
room  behind  a  saloon  and  the  batrel 
of  beer  was  rolled  in.  That  members 
of  the  church  and  Sunday  School  be 
longing  to  the  club  partook  of  the 
general 'festivities.  It  was  his  be¬ 
lief  that  men  should  bring  religion 
into  politics  ami  into  their  business 
and  in  doing  that  a  step  would  *  be 
taken  in  the  right  direotion. 

In  illustration  of  the  points  made, 
he  drew  largely  upon  his  own  exper¬ 
ience  in  Newark  and  in  Troy,  N.  Y., 
where  be  had  also  been''  engaged  in 
temperance  work.

Lieutenant  Peary’s  Lecture. 

AN  mTXKKSTINO  STOUT  AND  DECBUTION 
or  ARCTIC  JtEOIONS. 

Lieutenant  Peary  gave  his  lecture  on 
the  Arctic  Region*  before  a  delighted  au¬ 
dience  In  Montclair  Club  Hall  last  Satur¬ 
day  night.  The  touch  of  Arctic  weather 
which  hall  been  so  generously  bestowed 
upon  this  region,  gave  additional  zest  to 
the  occasion  amf  made  the  audience  the 
more  ready  to  apprec  ate  the  story  ns 
told  by  this  Arctic  explorer,  who  will  use 
the  funds  gained  by  his  lectures  to  fit  out 
auother  expedition. 

Lieu  enant  Peary  gave  a  graphic  de¬ 
scription  of  the  dangers  aud  privations  of 
hi-*  1,300  mile  Journey  across  the  icy  pla¬ 
teau  of  Greenland.  He  produced  some 
excellent  representations  of  scenes  In  the 
land  of  the  midnight  sun.  Among  them 
was  the  picture  of  his  headquarters  at 
Redciiffe  house  and  some  very  lifelike 
representations  of  the  Eskimo  small  boy 
aud  the  lady  of  the  polar  circles  with  her 
bifurcated  skirt  of  bearskin  and  a  profu¬ 
sion  of  sealskin  that  would  make  the  civi¬ 
lized  belle  of  the  present  day  green  with 
euvy.  Ho  related  how  he  had  been  the 
first  to  utilize  the  services  of  the  Eskimo 
as  a  mail  carrier,  though  he  did  not  re¬ 
ceive  the  letter  until  some  two  yeals  later 
after  It  had  been  on  a  lengthy  whaling 
voyage. 

The  points  In  the  lecture  were  no  lees  a 
tribute  to  the  endurance  of  the  Inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  Icy  regions  of  the  north  than 
they  ware  to  the  skill  and  perseverance 
of  the  great  explorer  who  has  done  what 
all  others  failed  to  accomplish.  In  making 
an  overland  jouroq/to  the  highest  lati* 
tuJe  yet  attained  by  civilized  man.

While  the  oldest  inhabitant  of 
Bloomfir  Id  cannot  go  back  in  memory 
to  the  days  of  Washington,  there  are 
very  few  residents  here  to  day  who 
will  not  remember  February  22,  1893, 
for  many  years  to  come.  So  far  as 
the  Township  government  was  con¬ 
cerned  or  in  fact  any  considerable 
number  of  citizens,  no  preparations 
had-  been  made  for  the  celebrating  of 
the  day.  So  far  as  it  bad  been 
thought  of,  it  was  looked  forward  to 
as  a  rest  from  labor,  with  perhaps  a 
run  to  Newark  or  New  York  to  at¬ 
tend  the  theatres. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Weather  however 
had  been  contemplating  the  mat¬ 
ter,  and  had  quietly  worked  up  a 
scheme  which  will  make  the  day  live 
long  in  the  hearts  of  the  city-bred 
man  and  the  countryman  as  well 
.  People  bail  l>een  basking  in  the 
sun  and  saying  that  the  Lack  bene  of 
winter  was  broken,  and  plans  for  the 
spring  garden  flitted  through  their 
beads,  but  the  sky  became  overcast 
and  a  (lenetrating  chilliness  was  in 
the  air  before  the  sun  went  to  rest  on 
Tuesday — and  ete  the  bell  had  billed 
9  P.  M.  a  fierce  snow-stoim  had  en¬ 
veloped  the  town.  Swift  it  fell  all 
night,  ami  theu  cauie  ruin  and  then 
sleet,  which  was  succeeded  by  hail.

ISTRATION  AT  WASHINGTON. 

Cleveland  Caine  to  Helect  (Jresh- 
anf  for  the  Cabinet— Why  Judge  Hthol- 

n<4<l  Uefuned  a  I'lare  on  the  Supreme 

ll**trh. 

(Special  rorreftpondeiKv.] 

Washington,  ^eb.  23.— We  nro  within 
10  4»ys  of  the,  inauguration,  and  of 
toiUfee  we  find  little  to  talk  about  but 
the  kieu  who  are  to  couqioeothe  new  ad¬ 
ministration  and  what  the  new  adminis¬ 
tration  may  bo  expected  to  do.  Without 
an /vocation  the  most  sensational  cabi¬ 
net  appointment  inode  by  Mr.  Cleveland 
was  that  of  Judge  Gresham  to  be  secre¬ 
tary  of  state.  As  I  said  in  my  last  letter, 
Ml*.  Cleveland  probably  is  the  only  pres¬ 
ident  we  have  hail  for  many  years,  prob¬ 
ably  the  only  one  since  Jackson,  who  has 
courage  enough  to  do  a  tiling  like  this. 
For  two  wqeks  the  press  of  the  country 
has  been  roll  of  discussion  of  the  wisdom 
of  this  appointment. 

It  would  not  be  telling  the  precise 
truth  to  say  that  the  nomination  of 
Gresham  was  received  with  unalloyed 
pleasure  by  the  old  time  Democrats  here. 
Tlie  fact  is  they  didn’t  like  it  a  bit.  The 
opinions  they  expressed  in  private  were 
naturally  much  more  lurid  and  pictur- 
t  Htjhe  than  the  expressions  they  made  for 
public  use.  Here  is  what  one  good  old 
senator  said  to  me — and  a  prince  of  Dein- 
<  «  tats  he  ia  too.  “There  is  one  cunsola- 
about  this  selection  of  Greshqm," 
he  muttered,  "und  that  Jb  that  Gresham 
is  *  eussed  sight  lietter  Democrat  than 
Cleveland  himself.”  But  the  next  day 
tlie  old  senator  was  feeding  l>otter  over 
it  and  wanted  to  forget  that  ho  hud  been 
so  auvage  the  night  Iff  ore.  By  this  time 
nearly  all  the  old  Democrats  who  at  first 
were  inclined  to  lx*  very  angry  about  the 
appointment  nn«l  to  "let  go"  in  their  opin¬ 
ions  concerning  it  are  feeling  much  bet¬ 
ter,  thank  you,  and  smiling  at  their  own 
anger. 

What  the  old  tiuiJ  Democrats  like  less 
tlkin  anything  else  about  the  Gresham 
appointment  is  the  unmistakable  indica* 
ti#n  it  gives  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Cleve¬ 
land  projiosea  to  have  a  lot  of  fun  during 
tltp  next  four  years  doing  just  about  os  he 
ptoses.  If  you  do  mo  the  honor  to  read 
uAr  letters  every  week  and  road  one 
which  I  wrote  just  after  election  last 
fidl,  you  will  remember  I  then  said  this 
some  thing— to  wit,  Mr.  Cleveland  was 
going  to  be  president  this  time  in  his  own 
sweet  way  and  make  np  fur  the  time  he 
lust  trying  to  please  other  jieople  In  his 
funner  administration.  You  see,  I  was 
right  about  that,  even  if  I  was  wrong 
about  some  other  things. 

we  some  high  old  times  in 

that  is  sure.  Mr.  Cleveland  is  going  to 
be  a  picturesque  and  interesting  presi¬ 
dent,  and  we  poor  newspafier  men  will 
be  kept  busy  running  our  legs  off  trying 
to  get  at  the  truth  of  all  the  wars  and  ru¬ 
mors  of  wars  and  bickerings  and  con¬ 
spiracy  which  affect  the  administration. 
You  readers,  whether  Republicans  or 
Democrats,  are  going  to  get  the  worth  of 
your  money  when  you  buy  newspapn 
during  the  next  four  years.  But  whether 
Republicans  or  Democrats  or  Populists 
my  advice  to  you  is  not  to  get  excited 
about  the  situation.  Mr.  Cleveland  and 
the  senate  will  have  their  quurrols,  and 
gtoat  Democrats  will  cry  out  against  the 
administration,  and  you  may  be  induced 
to  fear  the  government  is  coming  to  an 
end  and  everything  going  to  the  dernni- 
tion  bowwows.  But  they  won’t.  Peace 
will  reign  again,  returning  as  quickly  as 
it  departed,  and  the  government  at 
Washington  will  continue  to  live. 

This  Gresham  outburst  is  quieting 
down  already.  So  is  the  storm  of  criti¬ 
cism  that  was  raised  by  the  selection,  of 
Hoke*  Smith  for  secretary  of  the  inte¬ 
rior.  In  both  cases  the  critics  are  dis¬ 
covering,  in  the  first  place,  that  it  doen’t 
make  much  difference  what  they  say— 
Mr.  Cleveland  goes  right  along  as  If 
nothing  had  happened.  And  they  aredis- 
covering,  in  tlio  second  place,  that  both 
Gresham  und  Smith  are  good,  strong 
.men.  It  has  been  one  of  the  peculiar¬ 
ities  of  the  unpleasant  talk  about  Judge 
Gresham’s  selection  for  secretary  i  of 
state  that  even  the  men  who  have 
most  savagely  denounced  it  on  political 
grounds  have  warmly  commended  Mr. 
Gresham  as  a  man  and  public  servant. 
There  is  no  lack  of  confidence  anywhere 
in  his  ability  and  high  character. 

Judge  Gresham  certainly  is  a  remark¬ 
able  man.  He  is  like  a  woman  in  tome 
ways.  He  fascinates  men  on  first  ac¬ 
quaintance.  He  does  it,  too,  without 
trying  to  do  so,  without  a  thought  in  the 
world  of  being  anything  but  what  he  is 
and  of  giving  close  attention  to  the  busi¬ 
ness  in  hand.  But  he  has  a  voice  which 
it  is  a  delight  to  hear,  eyes  which  many  a 
woman  might  envy,  and  a  deliberate, 
cautious  way  of  speaking  without  being 
slow  at  all  that  is  very  alluring.  When 
he  talks  to  a  rnnr>  he  likes,  he  is  fond  of 
sitting  very  near  him  and  of  looking  him 
straight  in  the  eye.  Though  as  simple  as 
any  old  farmer.  Judge  Gresham  has  an 
instinctive  courtesy,  ai>d  a  never  failing 
courtesy,  which  attracts  men  to  him  at 
the  very  outset.  I  have  heard  scares  of 
men  say,  after  a  first  meeting  with  Jndge 
Gresham,  that  he  had  completely  won 
their  hearts,  and  the /best  of  it  1*  that 
when  a  rnun  is  once  caught  within  the 
subtle  mesh  which  this  fine  American 
throws  about  all  who  come  in  contact 
with  him  the  spell  is  rarely  broken,  for 
he  is  a  man  who  wears  and  who  sticks 
to  his  friends. 

Mr.  Cleveland  must  have  been  im¬ 
pressed  in  the  same  manner  when  be 
first  met  Judge  Gresham.  That  waa 
about  a  month  ago.  It  was  in  Mr.  Cleve¬ 
land’s  New  York  house.  I  have  it  from 
one  of  Mr.  Cleveland’s  most  couffBential 
advisers  that  within  half  an  boor  after 
Gresham  had  gone  away  Mr.  Cteveland 
said,  “There  is  a  man  I’d  like  to  have  in 
my  cabinet"  And  now  I’m  going  to 
tell  you  another  thing  that  Mr.  Cleve¬ 
land  said  that  day.  It  was  to  Judge 
Gresham.  The  president  elect  had  asked 
his  caller’s  advice  about  asking  into  the 
cabinet  a  certain  man  who  had  not  been 


tiling  that  Cleveland  at  that  very  mo¬ 
ment  had  in  mind,  for  he  had  asked 
Gresham  to  ctnne  to  see  him  «o  he  might 
judge  what  sort  of  cabinet  timber  he 
woo.  Gresham,  not  knowing  this,  made 
the  remark  quoted  above  in  all  inno¬ 
cence.  Mr.  Cleveland  looked  down  at 
the  floor  for  fully  a  minute — for  so  long 
a  time  that  the  situation  ltecame  some¬ 
what  embarrassing  to  hi*  caller— and 
than  he  looked  up  and  replied: 

**l’m  not  so  darned  certain  about  tliaL" 

And  that  was  the  first  intimation,  and 
thoonly  one  for  two  weeks,  that  Judgo 
Grosluuu  had  that  Mr.  Cleveland  might 
tender  him  a  seat  in  the  cabinet. 

Gresham’s  opinion  of  Cleveland  as  a 
man  was  expressed  to  me  some  in<  mths 
ago.  If  there  is  anything  in  the  world 
the  judge  admin's,  it  is  courage,  and  he 
has  his  own  quaint  way  of  expressing 
his  thoughts.  Of  Mr.  Cleveland  he  said, 
“Wliut  I  liko  about  Grovers  tliat  he  Is 
not  afraid  to  toe  the  dead  line.”  Th  s  is 
A  remark  which  the  friends  of  the  uew 
secretary  of  stab*  often  hear  from  Ids 
lij* — this  man  is  not  afraid  to  toe  the 
dead  line,  or  some  other  man  is  afraid 
to  toe  it.  Woe  to  the  individual  who 
foil*  within  the  latter  classification!  He 
Heed  expect  no  confidence,  no  mercy  at 
the  hand*  of  this  coward  hater.  I  sup¬ 
pose  this  supreme  love  of  coiirage  comes 
from-  his  father,  who  was  one  of  the 
most  fearless  men  in  southern  Indiana, 
and  who  lost  liis  life  trying  as  sheriff  of 
tbo  county  to  arrest  a  gang  of  outlaws 
who  had  committed  many  crimes  iu 
those  early  and  somewhat  turbulent 
dayB  autl  defied  the  authorities.  Not 
mowing  wluit  fear  was,  the  elder  Gre.di- 
*>n  walked  into  their  den  and  endeavored 
to  place  them  under  arrest,  und  they' 
shot  him  dead. 

Judge  Gresham  is  not  us  ]n>or  a  man 
as  some  writers  have  said  ho  was.  He  is 
far  from  being  rich,  but  ho  is  worth 
(trobahly  ifoO.OOO.  This  is  counted  s 
moderate  fortune  in  the  section  of  coun¬ 
try  whence  he  comes — the  southern  part 
of  Indiana — but  of  course  it  is  a  men' 
bagatelle  in  Chicago  or  Washington.  He 
made  most  of  this  money  in  the  last  few 
years  by  two  lucky  investments.  One 
was  the  purchase  of  several  hundred 
acre*  of  laud  in  the  rich  corn  licit  in  the 
western  part  of  Indiana.  He  got  it  at  u 
bargain,  improved  it  a  little  und  then  sold 
it  for  about  three  times  what  it  cost  Mm. 
Not  long  ago  a  friend  induced  him  to  buy 
u  section  of  wild  land— 640  acres — out 
iu  Nebraska.  He  paid,  1  think,  $2  or 
|2.&0  an  aero  for  it.  Not  many  months 
ago  he  sold  the  whole  tract  for  $30  an 
acre,  which  was  a  lucky  strike.  The  new 
secretary  of  state  lives  within  hia  income 
and  has  always  dono  so. 

He  has  a  wife,  also  a  native  of  south¬ 
ern  Indiana,  who  is  “a  born  manager." 
Hhe  is  a  woman  who  not  only  knows  how 
to  manage  4  house  to  make  it  sweet  and 

in- 

expeuaive,  bat  w 
tact  and  womanly  grace.  In  Washing¬ 
ton  society  a  few  years  ago,  while  her 
husbund  was  a  mcmlier  of  the  Arthur 
cabinet,  she  proved  herself  one  of  the 
most  charming  and  popular  women  of 
the  official  circle.  The  Greshams  have 
two  children— a  young  man  unmarried 
and  in  the  ruilroad  business  in  Indiana, 
und  a  daughter  married  and  the  mother 
of  two  fine  children.  One  is  a  cherub  of 
a  boy  who  1  tears  the  proud  muiie  Wal¬ 
ter  Groshani  Andrews." 

1  was  thinking  a  day  or  two  ago  of 
one  of  the  striking  tragedies  of  our 
everyday  American  life.  This  Gresham 
family,  through  the  vicissitudes  of  j»ol- 
ltics,  lias  again  come  to  the  front  as  one 
of  the  most  distinguished  families  iu  the 
country.  Tills  is  duo  partly  to  tlie  abil¬ 
ity  and  character  of  the  husband,  partly 
to  tho  tact  of  the  wife,  who  has  always 
proved  herself  able  to  prow  as  fast  as 
her  husband.  Tho  tragedy  I  sjieak  of 
was  in  a  case  where  the  wife  did  not 
grow  with  tbo  husband.  You  will  n>- 
inember  reading  last  week  of  the  death 
of  Chief  Justice  Scholfield  of  the  Illinois 
supreme  court.  He  was  a  groat  man. 
Our  bar  and  Iwnch  have  produced  few 
greater  men. 

When  Chief  Justice  Waite  died  and 
Mr.  Cleveland  had  to  find  a  man  to  fill 
the  vacancy  on  the  bench  of  the  supreme 
court  of  the  United  States,  his  attention 
was  called  to  Justice  Scholfield.  Ho 
made  inquiries  os  to  this  man,  found 
him  worthy  of  that  liigh  post  and  through 
a  friend  sent  word  to  Scholfleld  that  if 
he  would  take  the  chief  justiceship  he 
would  receive  the  appointment.  Judgo 
Scholfield  declined  it,  greatly  to  tho 
amazement  of  his  friends  and  of  Mr. 
Cleveland  as  welL  There  were  many 
surmises  os  to  the  cause  of  this  declina¬ 
tion. 

Congressman  Owen  Scott  of  Illinois  a 
few  days  ago  told  me  the  true  story  of 
the  declination.  Justice  Scholfield  bad 
been  his  intimate  friend  for  many  years, 
and  meeting  the  judge  on  tho  cars  one 
day  he  asked  him  about  the  reports  of 
Lia  having  refused  the  chief  justiceship. 

“It  is  true,”  replied  Scholfield,  “that 
Mr.  Cleveland  did  send  word  to  me  that 
if  1  would  accept  the  chief  justiceship  he 
would  appoint  me.” 

"And  why  did  you  refuse  it?’ asked 
Mr.  Scott  “Is  it  not  an  office  that  at¬ 
tracted  you?’ 

“Yes/’  said  the  jndge,  “I  consider  it 
the  greatest  office  in  the  world.  I  would 
rather  have  it  than  the  presidency  itself. 
It  is  a  post  so  far  above  me  that  I  never 
dared  even  to  dream  of  it,  much  less  to 
aspire  to  it.  But  I  have  always  looked 
upon  it  as  the  summit  of  earthly  grect- 
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long  in  the  Democratic  party.  ,“He,s  * 
good  man,"  said  Jndge  Gresham,  “but 
I  don’t  see  that  you  can  take  into  your 
official  family  a  man  who  has  ao recently 
joined  your  party.”  Though  not  intend¬ 
ed,  this  remark  cut  clone  to  the  very 


Then  why  did  you  decUbe?”  persisted 
Mr.  Scott. 

“I  will  tell  you,”  Judge  Scholfield  con¬ 
tinued.  “It  was  a  question  of  whether  I 
should  serve  my  ambition  and  the  coun¬ 
try  or  my  family.  My  wife  was  a  coun¬ 
girl.  She  has  grown  up  amid  conn- 
like  surroundings.  She  never  had  any 
taste  for  society.  She  has  lived  always 
in  her  own  home.  It  would  be  Impossi¬ 
ble  for  her  to  go  to  Washington  to  live. 
I  cannot  leave  her.  1  admit  that  I  was 
sorely  tempted,  but  I  thank  God  that  I 
was  strong  enough  to  put  ambition  be¬ 
hind  me  and  stick  to  my  wife  and  the 
mother  of  my  children."
